storing connection information between a previous playitem and a current 
playitem, wherein the playitem indicates whether a portion of the video data 
represents the multiple playback paths (Independent claims 1 , 16, 18, 20, and 
21 ; claims 2, 6, 7, 9, 37, 44, and 45 depend from claim 1 ; claims 17, 29, and 30 
depend from claim 16; claims 32 and 33 depend from claim 18; claims 23 and 24 
depend from claim 20; claims 25 and 26 depend from claim 21)
